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Poll boost for Romney 
ahead of crucial Iowa vote 


NORTH LIBERTY (AFP) - 
Mitt Romney has seized the 
lead in Iowa days before the 
unpredictable heartland 

state's caucus kicks off voting 
to decide the Republican 
presidential nominee, a new 
poll showed Wednesday. 

The CNN/Time/ORC sur¬ 
vey also confirmed the 64- 
year-old former 

Massachusetts governor's 
dominance in New Hamp¬ 
shire, the second state to vote, 
boosting his chances of a 
possible fast-track romp to 
the nomination. 

"This is going to be so 
much fun! Why don't we just 
caucus right now?" an upbeat

Poll boost for Romney 
ahead of crucial Iowa vote 

Romney told a cheering 
crowd of some 500 people 
packed into the warehouse 
space of a top plastic parts 
manufacturer. 

Taking aim at President 
Barack Obama's greatest po¬ 
litical liability, Romney 
charged the embattled Demo¬ 
crat "doesn’t get" how to un¬ 
leash the private sector to 
revive the sour US economy 
and lower historically high 
joblessness. 

He also accused Obama of 
trying to build an "entitle¬ 
ment society" that would 
only "create poverty," charg¬ 
ing his approach would make 
the United States more like 
debt crisis-hit European na¬ 
tions Greece and Italy. 

"I don't want it to become 
like Europe, I don't want big 
government, with bigger and 
bigger taxes, and bigger and 
bigger debt, overwhelming 
our people," said the million¬ 
aire former venture capitalist. 


Iowa Democratic Party 
Chair Sue Dvorsky blasted 
Romney, charging that "if 
Iowa's middle-class families 
had a real chance to kick the 
tires and check under the 
hood, they would see a 17- 
year political career of waf¬ 
fling on the issues and 
decisions that have left the 
middle class behind." 

Romney — often described 
as the candidate to beat be¬ 
cause of his campaign warch- 
est and high-profile 
endorsements — has strug¬ 
gled to boost his national sup¬ 
port past roughly 25 percent 
of Republican voters. 

And the survey gave a 
fresh sign that the nomination 
battle remained highly 
volatile, as fiercely conserva¬ 
tive former senator Rick San- 
torum tripled his showing 
from similar polls one month 
ago with 16 percent, making 
him third. 

"I like Santorum, I like 
him a lot. I feel he's honest 
and straightforward. But I 
feel like his lack of experi¬ 
ence in the private sector is 
what draws me more to Rom¬ 
ney than to him," Heidi Elia- 
son, 30, told AFP at the 
Romney rally. 

Romney, who was reluc¬ 
tant to make a big play for 
Iowa this time around after 
gambling big here in 2008 
but losing out to Mike Huck- 
abee, now finds himself in 
pole position as his main rival 
Newt Gingrich falters.

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Again a precious life is lost

Again someone drowned 
at one of our beaches. 

Again it is Baby Beach. 

Again there are questions 
asked. 

Again it is: How is this 
possible? 

Again it is asked: Were 
there no life guards present? 

Again why is there still no 
sign stating that (( Swimming 
is at own risk. No lifeguard 
present” 

Again concerned citizens 
are asking, Why? Why? 
Why? 

Why is Baby Beach claim¬ 
ing drowning/lives? 

First of all I do not pretend 
to be an expert on this field. 
But as a concerned citizen I 
am entitled to have my own 
opinion and an equal right to 
voice my opinion. But if you 
feel that you can do better, 
what is taking you so long? 
Whenever I have critique I 
try to come with a solution. 

Baby Beach is a very calm 
and shallow lagoon on the 
south/east end of the island. 
It has two inlets/channels, to 
which I will refer to as the 
upper and lower channels. 
Baby Beach is protected by a 
reef on the south side. The 
upper channel is the smallest 
of the two and is the one fur¬ 


thest to the east. Outside the 
reef there is one of Aruba’s 
most beautiful diving/snor- 
keling areas. 

In the lagoon the water is 
so shallow you can walk to 
the middle of the lagoon and 
the water will be waist high. 
The water is so shallow, you 
would imagine that babies 
swim here (most likely) 
hence the name Baby Beach. 

How is it possible that 
people still drown at this la¬ 
goon. 

To answer this question 
(scientifically) I would have 
to make a lengthy survey, so 
for now I will limit myself to 


some observations I made 
personally. 

Sitting on the beach I ob¬ 
served the people who were 
making use of the lagoon. 

I noticed that there were 
several elderly persons and 
persons who had some diffi¬ 
culty walking, entering the 
water. Most of them were 
helped into the water by 
someone else. There were 
some others who you could 
clearly see, that they could 
not swim. 

Anyhow I got the impres¬ 
sion that they were lured to 
the water by its calmness and 
its “shallowness”. 

The name says it: “Baby 
Beach”, assuming that even 
babies swim there, so why 
not me? 

As I sat there I observed 
that these elderly persons and 
the “not swimmers”, all had 
one thing in common: they 
all wanted to reach the mid¬ 
dle of the lagoon. Jumping 
and floundering they made it, 
but every time they made a 
little misstep on the uneven 
sandy bottom, they would 
sink to their shoulders in the 
water. Frantically they would 
gasp for breath and then look 
around to see if someone no¬ 


ticed that they were “pulled 
under” by Moby Dick. 

But that is not all, now 
they all jump and flounder to 
the upper channel. There they 
would join some other 
“Jacques Costeau” tourists 
feeding the fish in the chan¬ 
nel entrance. 

Somehow by holding on 
to others, jumping, flounder¬ 
ing and struggling they make 
it back to the beach. 

And so it goes on, one 
after the other. 

Before me, the “observer” 
could catch my breath and 
wipe some sweat off my fore 
head, there goes another ad¬ 
venturous couple to the mid¬ 
dle of the lagoon. 

After several observations 
I came to the following con¬ 
clusions. 

Baby Beach is a very shal¬ 
low calm lagoon. It hardly 
has any under current. The 
average swimmer would not 
have any problem swimming 
at Baby Bach. 

But Baby Beach is not 
only visited by average 
swimmers. 

Baby Beach is daily vis¬ 
ited by the elderly and often 
by people who can “hardly” 
swim. 


It seems that these people 
have heard about Baby 
Beach and its calm and shal¬ 
low water. So they figure, 
that is the place for me. 

Imagine it is called Baby 
Beach, so I could go there 
too. 

Lured by the calm shallow 
water, they all venture to 
swim (flounder) to the mid¬ 
dle of the lagoon or to the 
channel opening. This chan¬ 
nel-opening has some suction 
(under current) that can pull 
you out of the lagoon. If you 
fight against this suction you 
will get panicky and tired. It 
is better to go along with the 
suction until you are pushed 
up on the reef further down 
(direction lower channel) 
There you can yell for help. 
But this is something you 
have to know. If no one ex¬ 
plains this to you, then you 
may be up to some trouble if 
you are not a good swimmer. 
So before the “elderly” and 
the “not (so good) swim¬ 
mers” enter the water, ex¬ 
plain this situation to them. It 
will save a precious life. 

The slightest misstep and 
they become panicky and 
when there is no professional 
help at hand things go unfor¬ 
tunately wrong. 

So if you know that the 
elderly visit a certain place, 
then you should be prepared 
to standby with medical help. 
Most elderly are prone to 
medical problems and if you 
are going to cater to them, 
make sure that you have a 
medical response team at 
hand. 

In the case of Baby Beach 
there should be from sunrise 
to sunset, every day, a life 
guard and an equipped med¬ 
ical first aid team on the 
beach. 

We cannot and should not 
market our world known 
pristine beaches and crystal 
clear water, with no life 
guard present.

If he can take Iowa on January 
3 and go on to claim an ex¬ 
pected victory in New Hamp¬ 
shire a week later, it is hard to 
see anyone catching him de¬ 
spite lingering doubts among 
many Republicans about his 
conservative credentials. 

The CNN/Time/ORC poll 
showed Romney in front in 
Iowa with 25 percent, nar¬ 
rowly ahead of Ron Paul on 
22 percent. Romney's three- 
point margin was within the 
sampling error and the poll 
surveyed only 452 people. 

Paul, a veteran Texas con¬ 
gressman, has a loyal follow¬ 
ing in Iowa but his libertarian 
views are firmly outside Re¬ 
publican orthodoxy and it is 
seen as highly unlikely that 


he could win the eventual 
nomination. 

Gingrich, who enjoyed a 
clear lead in Iowa a few 
weeks ago after an unex¬ 
pected popularity surge, 
polling as high as 33 percent, 
has lost ground dramatically 
after a barrage of negative 
advertising from his rivals. 

The latest poll placed him 
fourth on 14 percent and 
showed him slipping behind 
Santorum, a former Pennsyl¬ 
vania senator whose boom is 
likely to excite his fervent 
evangelical supporters. 

Lacking the major funding 
of more monied rivals, San¬ 
torum has gone door-to-door 
in Iowa, pitching himself to 
socially conservative voters 


in a time-honored fashion 
that has paid dividends for 
past candidates. 

"We're going up in the 
morning doing radio shows at 
six in the morning and going 
until nine, ten at night and 
town meeting after town meet¬ 
ing — 357 in Iowa. Hard work 
pays off," Santorum told CNN. 

"We don't need someone 
who can just be a little better" 
than embattled Democratic 
President Barack Obama, the 
long-shot candidate urged 
two dozen people at a morn¬ 
ing event in this town's city 
hall. "Do not settle." 

But Santorum noted that 
the sour economy and stub¬ 
bornly high unemployment 
dominate the national politi¬ 


cal landscape ahead of the 
November 2012 elections, 
and that the party must win 
over working-class voters 
who might side with Obama. 

"Bread and butter is bread 
and butter, and we'd better 
have a message that attracts 
all across the board," said the 
former US senator, whose 
home state of Pennsylvania is 
expected to be a critical bat¬ 
tleground state. 

Still, with not quite half of 
Iowans telling pollsters that 
their minds are not made up, 
and Romney struggling to 
push his support above 
roughly 25 percent here and 
nationwide, the race could still 
swing in unexpected ways. 

"We'll surprise a lot of 


people," Santorum, who 
needs a strong showing in 
Iowa to stay in contention 
through New Hampshire's 
January 10 primary and be¬ 
yond, said as he sipped a de¬ 
caffeinated "Cold War Latte" 
from an area coffee shop.

CNN/Time/ORC poll indi¬ 
cated that Romney was still 
the overwhelming favorite to 
win New Hampshire, where 
he had the backing of 44 per¬ 
cent of likely Republican vot¬ 
ers, up nine points from 
earlier this month. 

Paul was second on 17 
percent, while Gingrich had 
plummeted 10 percentage 
points since early December 
and was languishing in third 
on 16 percent.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Chart-topping pop star Kelly 
Clarkson has stirred up a po¬ 
litical tempest on her Twitter 
feed after endorsing Ron Paul 
for the Republican presiden¬ 
tial nomination ahead of the 
Iowa caucuses. 

M I love Ron Paul. I liked 
him a lot during the last re¬ 
publican nomination and no 
one gave him a chance,” 
tweeted the 29-year-old 
’’American Idol” winner 
(@kelly_clarkson) who, like 
76-year-old congressman 
Paul, hails from Texas. 

”If he wins the nomina¬ 
tion for the Republican party 
in 2012 he’s got my vote,” 
she added. ’’Too bad he prob¬ 
ably won’t.” 

Several fans responded by 


reminding Clarkson of Paul’s 
social-conservative views, 
with some going so far as to 
brand the libertarian as a 
racist and homophobe — and 
others tweeting he was not. 

”I’m flabbergasted that an 
artist with such a huge gay 
fan base would publicly sup¬ 
port Ron Paul,” wrote 
Myranda Warden, or 
@my_warden, in one typical 
riposte. ’’Why, @kelly_clark- 
son, why?!” 

”1 am really sorry if I have 
offended anyone,” answered 
Clarkson, whose first single 
off her recently-released fifth 
album ’’Stronger” is titled 
”Mr. Know It All.” 

”1 do not support racism. I 
support gay rights, straight 
rights, women’s rights, men’s 
rights, white/black/purple/or- 
ange rights,” she added. 

”1 like Ron Paul because 
he believes in less govern¬ 
ment and letting the people 
(all of us) make the decisions 
and mold our country. That is 
all. Out of all of the Republi¬ 
can nominees, he’s my fa¬ 
vorite.”

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India's new anti-graft law fails 
to pass in parliament 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - India's 
government and ruling Con¬ 
gress party failed to pass its 
proposed flagship anti-cor¬ 
ruption law on Thursday as 
the legislation stalled in the 
upper house of parliament 
amid fierce opposition. 

The draft law to create a 
new ombudsman tasked with 
investigating public officials 
was approved by the lower 
house of parliament on Tues¬ 
day, but faced an uphill task 
to clear the upper chamber. 

Congress, which does not 
have a majority in the Rajya 
Sabha, lobbied furiously be¬ 
hind the scenes, but was ulti¬ 
mately unable to unite its 
coalition partners, particu¬ 
larly its unreliable regional 
ally the Trinamool Congress. 

The 243-member upper 
house adjourned at midnight 


amid scenes of shouting and 
disorder after 14 hours of de¬ 
bate — an ignominious end to 
an extended session of parlia¬ 
ment called especially to pass 
the legislation. 

The future of the bill is 
now uncertain, but will most 
likely have to be revised and 
again presented to lawmakers. 

But Thursday's failure to 
pass it deals a bitter blow to 
Prime Minister Manmohan 
Singh's administration, which 
had to withdraw another 
major reform earlier this 
month allowing foreign super¬ 
markets to operate in India. 

"We are trying to our best 
to get the bill passed," 
claimed Parliamentary Affairs 
Minister Pawan Bansal in the 
final minutes of the debate, 
shortly before the speaker 
called an end to proceedings. 
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Iran-US brinkmanship over oil 
strait worsens 


TEHRAN (AFP) - A show¬ 
down between Iran and the 
United States over Tehran's 
threats to close the strategic 
Strait of Hormuz to oil 
tankers worsened Thursday 
with warships from each side 
giving weight to an increas¬ 
ingly bellicose exchange of 
words. 

Iran's Revolutionary 
Guards rejected a warning 
that the US military would 
"not tolerate" such a closure, 
saying they would act deci¬ 
sively "to protect our vital in¬ 
terests." 

The tough language came 
as two US warships entered a 
zone where the Iranian 
navy's ships and aircraft were 
in the middle of 10 days of 
war games designed as a 
show of military might. 

But a US navy spokes¬ 
woman said later that the air¬ 
craft carrier USS John C. 
Stennis and the guided-mis- 


sile cruiser USS Mobile Bay 
had transited without inci¬ 
dent on Tuesday, in pre¬ 
planned, routine operation. 

"Our interaction with the 
regular Iranian Navy continues 
to be within the standards of 
maritime practice, well-known, 
routine and professional," Fifth 
Fleet spokeswoman Lieutenant 
Rebecca Rebarich said on 
Thursday. 

The transit area was in wa¬ 
ters east of the Strait of Hor¬ 
muz, a choke point at the 
entrance to the Gulf through 
which more than a third of the 
world's tanker-borne oil passes. 

Iranian Vice President 
Mohammad Reza Rahimi 
warned this week that "not a 
drop of oil will pass through 
the Strait of Hormuz" if the 
West followed through with 
planned additional sanctions 
against Iran over its nuclear 
programme. 

The navy commander, 


Admiral Habibollah Sayari, 
backed that up by saying it 
would be "really easy" to 
close the strait. 

A US Defence Depart¬ 
ment spokesman riposted 
Wednesday that "interference 
with the transit... of vessels 
through the Strait of Hormuz 
will not be tolerated." 

But Brigadier General 
Hossein Salami, the deputy 
commander of Iran's power¬ 
ful Revolutionary Guards, 
told Fars news agency on 
Thursday that "our response 
to threats is threats." 

"We have no doubt about 
our being able to carry out 
defensive strategies to pro¬ 
tect our vital interests — we 
will act more decisively than 
ever," he was quoted as say¬ 
ing. 

"The Americans are not 
qualified to give us permis¬ 
sion" to carry out military 
strategy, he said.

N. Korea acclaims new supreme 
leader at huge parade 



North Korea's new supreme 
leader Kim Jong-Un,

SEOUL (AFP) - Korea on 
Thursday staged a massive 
memorial service for Kim 
Jong-11 to end almost two 
weeks of official mourning, 


LONDON (AFP) - It was in¬ 
tended as a lighthearted addi¬ 
tion to an otherwise serious list 
of women who made the head¬ 
lines in 2011. But the BBC’s 
inclusion of a panda in its 
’’faces of the year” has kicked 
up a storm. 

In a media row dubbed 
"Pandagate” by users of Twit¬ 
ter, the broadcaster has in¬ 
cluded Tian Tian (Sweetie), 


and formally declared his 
untested young son Jong-Un 
as the new supreme leader. 

Addressing tens of thou¬ 
sands of troops and civilians 
packing a wintry Pyongyang 
square, ceremonial head of 
state Kim Yong-Nam praised 
the late leader for contributing 
to ’’global peace and stability 
of the 21st century”. 

Kim Jong-Un, ’’the supreme 
leader of our party and army 
and people”, had inherited his 
late father's spirit, leadership, 
personality, morality and forti¬ 
tude, he added. 

A sombre Jong-Un, clad in 
a black overcoat, presided 
from a balcony over the cere¬ 
mony along with other mem¬ 
bers of the regime. 

The service in Kim II-Sung 
Square, named after the com¬ 
munist country's founder and 


one of two pandas who arrived 
at a Scottish zoo earlier this 
month, as its female "face” for 
December in an online feature. 

The hairy giant is named 
alongside women such as US 
Congresswoman Gabrielle 
Giffords, who survived being 
shot in the head during a meet¬ 
ing with voters, Brazilian Pres¬ 
ident Dilma Rousseff and Kate 
Middleton's sister Pippa. 


father of the late Kim, con¬ 
cluded the mourning following 
Kim Jong-Il's death on De¬ 
cember 17 from a heart attack 
at the age of 69. 

Analysts said the vast as¬ 
sembly was a show of confi¬ 
dence in Jong-Un, who 
inherits a daunting in-tray — 
severe food shortages, a crum¬ 
bling economy, acute power 
shortages and a nuclear pro¬ 
gramme which has alienated 
the West. 

UN agencies have said six 
million people — a quarter of 
the population — urgently need 
food aid. 

Whatever its internal diffi¬ 
culties, the North Korean 
regime presented a proud face 
to the outside world at the Py¬ 
ongyang rally and further pol¬ 
ished the cult of personality 
surrounding the Kim dynasty. 


Opposition Labour law¬ 
maker Stella Creasy was 
among those who criticised the 
BBC's decision, saying that 
despite its light-hearted tone, 
the list caused concern be¬ 
cause it appeared to be part of 
a trend. 

Last month, the BBC came 
under fire for failing to include 
any women in the 10-strong 
shortlist for its prestigious 
Sports Personality of the Year 
award.. 

BBC couldn't think of 12 
human female faces who have 
made the news this year.” 

The BBC said this was not 
the first time an animal had 
made the list. 

"In 2009, Benson the Carp, 
a much-caught giant fish, was 
August's entry on the male list 
and last year Peppa the Pig (a 
popular cartoon character) was 
on the female list for April.” 


KANO (AFP) - Gunmen 
threw explosives at a hotel and 
open-air bar in northeastern 
Nigeria, wounding 15 people, 
an employee and police said 
Thursday, the latest in a spate 
of attacks blamed on Islamists. 

The attack in the city of 
Gombe on Wednesday night 
follows a series of bombings 
on Christmas Day blamed on 
the Islamist group Boko 
Haram which killed at least 40 
people and sparked fears of re¬ 
newed sectarian violence. 

"The gunmen came and an 
argument ensued between 
them and the security guards at 
the entrance,” said Ojeifo Nel¬ 
son, manager of the Tumfure 
Resort in Gombe, who added 
that he was among those 
wounded with a leg injury. 

"They made their way to 
the reception and threw explo¬ 
sives into the reception and 
fired shots into the garden. Fif¬ 
teen people in all were injured 
but none of the injuries is life- 
threatening.” 

A police spokesman con¬ 
firmed the incident to reporters 
but did not provide details. 
The motive for the attack was 
not clear. 


Nigeria's northeast has been 
hit by scores of bomb blasts 
and shootings blamed on Boko 
Haram, which has targeted 
bars on numerous occasions. 

The Islamist group also 
claimed responsibility for 
Christmas Day bombings that 
killed 40 people in several 
towns — the deadliest an ex¬ 
plosion outside a Catholic 
church near the capital Abuja. 

Amid fears of reprisal at¬ 
tacks by Christians, attackers 
on Tuesday threw a bomb into 
an Arabic school in Nigeria's 
mainly Christian southern 
town of Sapele, wounding six 
children and an adult. 

Violence had been raging 
even in the days before the 
Christmas Day bombings, es¬ 
pecially in the northeastern 
cities of Damatura, Potiskum 
and Maiduguri. Most of the in¬ 
cidents attributed to Boko 
Haram have occurred in the 
northeast. 

Nigeria is Africa's most 
populous nation with 160 mil¬ 
lion people, roughly divided 
between a mainly Muslim 
north and predominantly 
Christian south.

Egypt police raid NGOs in 
foreign funds probe 


CAIRO (AFP) - Egyptian po¬ 
lice raided more than a dozen 
offices belonging to local and 
foreign rights groups on 


Thursday, as part of an inves¬ 
tigation into alleged illicit for¬ 
eign funding, an official 
statement said. 


At least two US rights 
groups — the National Demo¬ 
cratic Institute (NDI) and the 
International Republican Insti¬ 
tute (IRI) — were targeted in 
the operation, judicial sources 
said. 

The raids, in which no ar¬ 
rests were reported, came as 
the authorities blamed foreign- 
funded groups for political un¬ 
rest in the country after an 
uprising ousted president 
Hosni Mubarak in February. 

The Washington-based IRI 
said it wasd ’’dismayed and 
disappointed by these actions." 

"IRI has been working with 
Egyptians since 2005; it is 
ironic that even during the 
Mubarak era IRI was not sub¬ 
jected to such aggressive ac¬ 
tion," it said. 

Police special forces 
blocked the entrance to the 
NDI offices in a Cairo villa as 
men in plain clothes, some of 
them members of the prosecu¬ 
tion service, carried out com¬ 
puters and boxes full of files, 
an AFP correspondent said. 

Witnesses told AFP that po¬ 
lice had also closed off the 
IRI’s office and were confis¬ 
cating its equipment. 

The state prosecutor's of¬ 
fice said in a statement that a 
team of investigators from the 
prosecution service was 
searching "17 headquarters of 
branches of Egyptian and for¬ 
eign civil society groups." 

They were carrying out an 
order from judges the justice 
ministry had tasked with in¬ 
vestigating the groups' foreign 
funding, after obtaining "seri¬ 
ous evidence of their engaging 
in illegal activities," the state¬ 
ment said. 

The groups allegedly did 
not obtain licences to operate 
or permission from the foreign 
and social solidarity min¬ 
istries, the statement added.

ULUDERE (AFP) - Turkish 
fighter jets killed 35 Kurds in 
an air strike the country's rul¬ 
ing party admitted Thursday 
could have been a "blunder" 
that mistakenly hit civilians in¬ 
stead of Kurdish separatists. 

Turkey's military command 
said it had launched an air raid 
on Kurdistan Workers Party 
(PKK) militants after a spy 
drone spotted a group moving 
toward its sensitive southeast¬ 
ern border under cover of dark¬ 
ness late Wednesday. 

"According to initial re¬ 
ports, these people were smug¬ 
glers and not terrorists," said 
Huseyin Celik, vice-president 
of the governing Justice and 
Development Party (AKP). 

"If it turns out to have been 
a mistake, a blunder, rest as¬ 
sured that this will not be cov¬ 
ered up," he told reporters in 
Ankara on Thursday, adding 
that it could have been an "op¬ 
erational accident" by the mil¬ 
itary. 

"In the name of my party I 
would like to express our 
shock and sadness," he said, 
while calling on the public to 
await the results of an investi¬ 
gation. 

It would be one of the dead¬ 
liest incidents involving civil¬ 


ians in the long-running Kur¬ 
dish separatist conflict in 
Turkey. 

The country's main pro- 
Kurdish Peace and Democracy 
Party (BPD) said the planes 
had bombed villagers from 
Kurdish majority southeastern 
Turkey who were smuggling 
sugar and fuel across the bor¬ 
der on mules and donkeys. 

"It's clearly a massacre of 
civilians, of whom the oldest is 
20," BDP leader Selahattin 
Demirtas said in a statement 
that called on Turkey's Kurdish 
population to respond "by 
democratic means." 

In Istanbul, hundreds of 
masked demonstrators clashed 
with police in the city's main 
Taksim Square during a protest 
over the air strike called for by 
the BDP. 

The demonstration, at¬ 
tended by about 2,000 people, 
turned violent when several 
hundred youths shouted slo¬ 
gans in support of the PKK 
and threw stones at riot police, 
who responded with water 
cannon and tear gas, making 
several arrests. 

Clashes between Kurdish 
rebels and the army have esca¬ 
lated in recent months.

crackdowns on product safety 
violations. 

In an editorial Thursday, the 
state-run China Daily newspa¬ 
per called on Mengniu to im¬ 
prove quality, saying the 
reputation of the entire dairy 
industry was at stake. 

’’Consumers’ tolerance of 
food safety issues is wearing 
ever more thin and Mengniu's 
reputation is unlikely to sur¬ 
vive another scandal," it said. 

Milk was at the centre of 
one of China’s biggest food 
safety scandals in 2008 when 
the industrial chemical 
melamine was found to have 
been illegally added to dairy 
products to give the appear¬ 
ance of higher protein content. 

At least six babies died and 
another 300,000 became ill 
after drinking milk tainted 
with the chemical. 

Mengniu and several other 
companies were implicated, 
and the government at the time 
vowed to better regulate the 
dairy industry. 


Latest China food safety scandal 
widens to oil

BEIJING (AFP) - Chinese au¬ 
thorities have recalled cooking 
oil products made by three 
companies after finding they 
contained the same type of 
cancer-causing toxin recently 
found in milk, state media said 
Thursday. 

A product safety watchdog 
in the southern province of 
Guangdong suspended opera¬ 
tions at plants owned by the 
firms, which made oil contain¬ 
ing excessive levels of afla- 
toxin, caused by mould, the 
Xinhua news agency said. 

The incident comes after 
leading dairy firm Mengniu 
revealed at the weekend that 
authorities found high levels 
of aflatoxin in a batch of milk 
before it was sold, caused by 


cows eating mouldy feed at a 
farm in southwest China. 

Aflatoxins, which affect 
grains and other agricultural 
products, can increase the risk 
of cancer, including liver can¬ 
cer, according to the World 
Health Organisation. 

The oil was made from 
peanuts, Xinhua said, naming 
the producers as Fusheng Oil, 
Manyi Peanut Oil and Mabao 
Oil. 

It was not known if any of 
the tainted oil had reached 
consumers, it added. 

Chinese state media and ne- 
tizens, meanwhile, have 
blasted Mengniu as consumers 
voice anger over yet another 
food safety scandal to hit the 
country, despite repeated

(AFP) - Elderly people with 
higher levels of certain vita¬ 
mins and omega 3 fatty acids 
in their blood score better on 
mental acuity tests than those 
who eat junk food, a new 
study has shown. 

The study published in Neu¬ 
rology, the journal of the 
American Academy of Neu¬ 
rology, also showed that eating 
better could help reduce the 
brain shrinkage commonly as¬ 
sociated with Alzheimer’s dis¬ 
ease. 

"This approach clearly 
shows the biological and neu¬ 
rological activity that's associ¬ 
ated with actual nutrient 
levels, both good and bad," 
said Maret Traber, a principal 
investigator at the Linus Paul¬ 
ing Institute and study co-au¬ 
thor. 

Researchers at the institute 
at Oregon State University 
conducted the study, one of the 
first of its kind, along with sci¬ 
entists at the Oregon Health 
and Science University in 
Portland. 

The study, carried out 
among 104 people at an aver¬ 
age age of 87, specifically 
measured a wide range of 
blood nutrient levels instead of 
basing results on food ques¬ 
tionnaires, which are less pre¬ 
cise and less reliable. 

"The vitamins and nutrients 
you get from eating a wide 


range of fruits, vegetables and 
fish can be measured in blood 
biomarkers," Traber said. 

"I'm a firm believer these 
nutrients have strong potential 
to protect your brain and make 
it work better." 

Researchers noted the posi¬ 
tive effects of high levels of 
vitamins B, C, D and E, as 
well as the healthy oils most 
commonly found in fish, on 
mental quickness and brain 
size. 

Those with a higher intake 
of trans-fats — commonly 
found in fried foods, fast foods 
and other less healthy diet op¬ 
tions — did not perform as well 
on cognitive tests. 

Researchers found that 
while age and education af¬ 
fected performance on the 
cognitive tests, nutrient status 
accounted for 17 percent of the 
variation in scores, and 37 per¬ 
cent of the differences in brain 
volume. 


Of those who took part in 
the study, seven percent 
showed a vitamin B12 defi¬ 
ciency, and 25 percent did not 
have enough vitamin D in 
their systems. 

Scientists tested 30 different 
nutrient biomarkers. In addi¬ 
tion, 42 participants had MRI 
scans to measure their brain 
volume. 

"These findings are based 
on average people eating aver¬ 
age American diets," Traber 
said. "If anyone right now is 
considering a New Year's res¬ 
olution to improve their diet, 
this would certainly give them 
another reason to eat more 
fruits and vegetables." 

Study co-author Gene Bow¬ 
man of the Oregon Health and 
Science University added 
while results needed to be con¬ 
firmed, "it is very exciting to 
think that people could poten¬ 
tially stop their brains from 
shrinking and keep them sharp 
by adjusting their diet."

'Record ivory seizures' 
in 2011

NAIROBI (AFP) - The past 
12 months have seen a record 
number of large ivory seizures 
across the world, a leading 
wildlife watchdog said Thurs¬ 
day, saying it had been a "hor¬ 
rible year for elephants". 

TRAFFIC, which runs the 
ETIS database of illegal ivory 
trades, said there had been at 
least 13 large-scale seizures in 
2011, totalling at least 23 
tonnes of ivory — representing 
about 2,500 elephants. 

This compares to just six 
large seizures in 2010, weigh¬ 
ing a total of just under 10 
tonnes, and confirms a sharp 
rise in the trade evident since 
2007. 

"In 23 years of compiling 
ivory seizure data for ETIS, 
this is the worst year ever for 
large ivory seizures — 2011 
has truly been a horrible year 
for elephants," said Tom Mil- 
liken, TRAFFIC'S elephant ex¬ 
pert. 

The watchdog warned that 
once the details of hundreds of 
smaller ivory seizures were 
collated, "2011 could well 
prove to be the worst year ever 
for elephants" since the ETIS 
database was set up in 1989. 

Most illegal shipments of 


African elephant ivory end up 
in either China, where it is 
ground up and used in tradi¬ 
tional medicine, or in Thai¬ 
land, the watchdog said, with 
Malaysia the most frequent 
transit country. 

Milliken said the increasing 
quantities of ivory being 
traded, many of them from ei¬ 
ther Kenyan or Tanzanian 
ports, reflected a rising de¬ 
mand in Asia as well as the in¬ 
creased sophistication of the 
criminal gangs who sell it. 

They constantly change 
their routes to Asia to avoid 
detection, including switching 
from air to sea freight, and 
once the ivory products arrive, 
their documentation is 
amended to conceal the fact 
that they came from Africa. 

"As most large-scale ivory 
seizures fail to result in any ar¬ 
rests, I fear the criminals are 
winning," Milliken said. 

International trade in ele¬ 
phant ivory was banned in 
1990, and ETIS (the Elephant 
Trade Information System) 
holds the details of more than 
17,000 reported ivory and 
other elephant product 
seizures across the world since 
then.

Oil prices slip in pre-holiday deals 


LONDON (AFP) - Oil slid 
Thursday, erasing earlier gains 
in thin pre-holiday trade, as 
traders tracked the strong dol¬ 
lar and awaited fresh invento¬ 
ries data in top consumer the 
United States. 

New York’s main contract 
light sweet crude for February 
delivery, known as West Texas 
Intermediate (WTI), fell 64 
cents to $98.72 a barrel. 

Brent North Sea crude for 
February dipped 64 cents to 
$106.92 in late afternoon Lon¬ 
don trade. 

The European single cur¬ 
rency slumped on Thursday to 
the lowest dollar level in more 
than one year, as Italy’s latest 
bond auction reignited fears 
over the eurozone crisis in 
volatile low-volume deals. 

Just after midday, the euro 
tumbled to $1.2858 — the low¬ 
est level since September 14, 
2010. The unit also sank 
against the safe-haven Japan¬ 
ese yen, striking 100.06 yen — 
which was last seen in June 
2001 . 


Traders keep a keen eye on 
the strong greenback, which 
makes dollar-priced crude 
more expensive for buyers 
using weaker currencies, like 
the euro. This tends to dampen 
oil demand and prices. 

VTB Capital analyst An- 
drey Kryuchenkov said that 
the oil market was "still trading 
off the broader market and 
against the dollar." 

He added that crude futures 
were "under pressure from a 
softer dollar in thin pre-holiday 
trading also after a disappoint¬ 
ing auction for Italy’s long 
term debt". 

Crude futures had risen in 
earlier deals on Thursday as 
worries over crude producer 
Iran were offset by concerns 
over the impact of the euro¬ 
zone debt crisis in the wake of 
Italy’s latest debt auction. 

The US Department of En¬ 
ergy meanwhile is set to pub¬ 
lish its latest inventories data 
for the week ending December 
23. The weekly report was due 
one day later than normal 


owing to the Christmas holi¬ 
days. 

The United States is the 
world’s largest oil consumer 
and a gain in its inventories 
would imply a slowdown in its 
energy consumption, which 
would drive oil prices down. 

Prices were meanwhile tem¬ 
pered by Wednesday’s weekly 
report from the American Pe¬ 
troleum Institute (API), which 
showed a spike in US stock¬ 
piles instead of an expected 
drawdown, analysts said. 

API statistics showed a 9.6 
million barrel gain in US 
stockpiles last week while an¬ 
alysts had predicted a 1.9-2.3 
million barrel fall. 

The row between Iran and 
the US continued Thursday as 
Washington warned Tehran not 
to close the Strait of Hormuz - 
- the world’s most important oil 
transit channel — after Tehran's 
Iran's navy chief said it would 
be "really easy" to do so. 

The strait is a strategic 
choke point linking the Gulfs 
petroleum-exporting states to 
the Indian Ocean. 


Euro slumps, shares rise after 
Italy bond auction 


LONDON (AFP) - The euro 
slumped Thursday to the low¬ 
est dollar level in more than a 
year after Italy scraped through 
a bond auction, but stock mar¬ 
kets took it in their stride and 
advanced on reassuring US 
jobs data. 

In afternoon trade, the Euro¬ 
pean single currency tumbled 
to $1.2858 — the lowest level 
since September 14, 2010 — 
before pushing back to 
$1.2917 at close in London, 
down from $ 1.234 on Wednes¬ 
day. 

The unit also sank against 
the safe-haven Japanese yen, 
striking 100.06 yen — last seen 
in June 2001 — before bounc¬ 
ing back to 100.40 yen, down 
from 100.80 yen on Wednes¬ 
day.

Italy scraped through a key 
bond auction test on Thursday 
at the end of a disastrous year 
for the eurozone, raising 7.0 
billion euros ($9.0 billion). 

That was below the maxi¬ 
mum sought of 8.5 billion 
euros but long-term rates hold¬ 
ing below the danger threshold 
of 7.0 percent which has set off 
alarm bells around the world. 

The rate on bonds due in 
2021 was at 6.7 percent — 
higher than the level of 5.77 
percent for the last similar op¬ 
eration on October 13. The rate 
on bonds due in 2022, how¬ 
ever, was 6.98 percent com¬ 
pared to 7.56 percent in 
November.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) -

at the Library of Congress in 
Washington. 

The four crowd-pleasing 
motion pictures are among 25 


celluloid gems being added 
this year to the National Film 
Registry at the de facto na¬ 
tional library of the United 
States. 

"These films are selected 
because of their enduring sig¬ 
nificance to American cul¬ 
ture," chief librarian James 
Billington said yesterday in a 
statement. 

"Our film heritage must be 
protected because these cine¬ 
matic treasures document our 
history and culture and reflect 
our hopes and dreams." 

The Library of Congress — 
the world's biggest in terms of 
books in its collection — tops 
up the National Film Registry 
annually. 

This year's picks span nine 
decades, from the silent "The 
Cry of the Children" and "A 
Cure for Pokeritis" from 1912 
to "The Silence of the Lambs" 
from 1991 and "Forrest 


Gump" starring Tom Hanks 
from 1994. 

Also making the list are 
Charlie Chaplin's first full- 
length feature "The Kid" from 
1921 and Walt Disney's ani¬ 
mated "Bambi" from 1942, 
which the library saluted for 
"its eloquent message of na¬ 
ture conservation." 

Among the others: John 
Ford's epic Western "The Iron 
Horse" from 1924, gritty crime 
drama "The Big Heat" from 
1953, feminist documentary 
"Growing Up Female" from 
1971, and festival indie fa¬ 
vorite "El Mariachi" from 
1992. 

There's also a one-minute 
film from 1972 that foretold 
the possibilities of 3D movies: 
"A Computer Animated Hand" 
by Ed Catmull, a college stu¬ 
dent who went on to co-found 
the Pixar Animation Studios.

PHILADELPHIA (AFP) - 
NHL officials and technicians 
were racing to perfect the out¬ 
door ice that will host the Win¬ 
ter Classic on January 2 
despite difficulties posed by 
rain and wind. 

Dan Craig, NHL Senior Di¬ 
rector of Facilities Operations, 
said rain on Tuesday had set 
back work on the ice sheet, 
and crews spent several hours 
on Wednesday morning spray¬ 
ing water on the main and aux¬ 
iliary rinks at Citizens Bank 


Park, more usually the home 
of baseball's Philadelphia 
Phillies. 

"We were fine until about 
6:45 (Tuesday night) and that 
last little squall came through 
— and it wasn't little at all — it 
dumped a ton of water on us," 
Craig said. "Basically it was 
overloaded on the one side of 
the rink and it kind of ate 
through. Nothing you could do 
about it." 

Craig said workers froze 
several sheets of long white 


mesh into the surface at each 
end of the rink, which will 
help keep the surface level. 

"This floor, it being on a 
temporary surface, is a floating 
floor, one on top of the other, 
and that area where we put the 
mesh in is where the Zamboni 
turns," Craig said. "We want to 
strengthen that area up. This 
mesh is what we use for the 
logos and we found that is a 
very strong element that we 
can make sure everything 
stays tight in that area." 

Still to go, painting the ice 
white, then sealing in the paint 
job. Then lines and logos will 
be painted by Thursday, with 
another half inch of ice then 
added on top. 

The Philadelphia Flyers will 
play host to the New York 
Rangers on Monday in the 
fifth installment of the Classic, 
the outdoor game conceived as 
a nod to ice hockey's roots. 

Last year's Classic between 
Washington and Pittsburgh 
was the most-watched NHL 
telecast in the United States in 
36 years with 4.5 million 
viewers. 


The Spurs, long a Western 
Conference force, won 61 
games last season but were

San Antonio led by as 
many as 12 points before Grif¬ 
fin capped a Clippers surge by 
soaring for a basket that knot¬ 
ted the score at 52-52 late in 
the second quarter. 

A Ginobili three-pointer 


saw the Spurs take a 58-54 
lead at halftime, and San An¬ 
tonio took firm control in the 
third period, when they out- 
scored Los Angeles by 21 
points to take a 96-71 lead. 

The comfortable victory 
meant Popovich was able to 
give his stars some rest. Dun¬ 
can played 25 minutes, Parker 
26 and Ginobili 27. 

"You wouldn't trade it," 
Popovich said of the luxury of 
resting his veterans for signif¬ 
icant minutes. It could prove 
especially important in the 
hectic, lockout-shortened sea¬ 
son. The Spurs were due back 
in action on Thursday night at 
Houston. 

"It was a good night for us, 
and to get some rest was surely 
welcome," Popovich said.

Ajax tan 
sentenced 
tor attack 
on 

goalkeeper 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutch court has sentenced an 
Ajax fan to six months in jail 
after he ran onto the pitch 
during a Dutch Cup match 
and tried to assault an opposi¬ 
tion goalkeeper, a report said 
on Thursday. 

An Amsterdam court con¬ 
victed the 19-year-old, only 
identified as "Wesley van W." 
of premeditated attempted as¬ 
sault after he tried to attack 
AZ Alkmaar 'keeper Esteban 
Alvarado last week, Dutch 
public television NOS re¬ 
ported. 

He will serve four months 
of the six-month sentence, 
with the remaining two 
months suspended for two 
years, the report added. 

Television footage of the 
December 21 incident 
showed Wesley van W. run¬ 
ning onto the field during the 
last-16 tie and trying to tackle 
Alvarado, who then laid in 
with a couple of kicks before 
being pulled away. 

This led to the to the Costa 
Rican 'keeper being red- 
carded by the referee and the 
fan being escorted off by po¬ 
lice. 

The expulsion infuriated 
AZ coach Gertjan Verbeek, 
who led his players off the 
pitch complaining about the 
lack of security at Ajax's Am¬ 
sterdam Arena. The match 
was subsequently called off in 
the 37th minute. 

The game will now be 
played behind closed doors 
and without fans on January 
19, the Dutch football federa¬ 
tion (KNVB) said this week.
